SOME of the borough’s most iconic 
buildings will he open to the public 
this weekend (Saturday September 
20 and Sunday September 21) 
- and all the visits will be free. 

They include Charlton House, London’s 
only surviving great Jacobean mansion, 
the Admiral’s House at the Old Royal 
Naval College in Greenwich, and the 
ruins of the Royal Artillery’s Garrison 
Church in Grand Depot Road, Woolwich. 

It’s all part of Open House, the not- 
for-profit initiative to promote public 
awareness and appreciation of London’s 
building design and architecture by 
opening them to people who otherwise 
would not be able to see them. 

Around 800 buildings across the capital 
will be open. 

Another of the buildings opening 
in Royal Greenwich will be historic 
Severndroog Castle in Eltham, which 
reopened its doors to the public this 
summer after 25 years. 

The unique 18th Century Grade II* 
listed folly tower underwent major 
restoration by the Severndroog Building 
Preservation Trust, and has been 
described as ‘London’s greatest folly’. 

Dr Laura Allan, the trust’s heritage 
manager, said: “Visitors will be able to 
see the results of an extensive restoration 
programme The tower, sited on Shooters 
Hill within Oxleas Woods, once again 
gives access to a beautiful panorama 
from the viewing platform. 

“You will then be treated to a stunning 
view of the London, the River Thames, 
Greenwich, Blackheath, Eltham and on a 
fine day seven counties. 

“Visitors can also explore the building, 
visit our permanent exhibition and talk 
to volunteers about the restoration and 
the history of Severndroog Castle.” 

Other buildings due to open include: 

• Devonport Mausoleum at the National 
Maritime Museum dating from 1750 

• Eltham Lodge, the Grade I listed

• Ravensbourne on the Greenwich 
Peninsula, the world-famous college 
that nurtures digital creative talents in 
product design, fashion and TV and film 
production 

• St Alfege’s Church, the Grade 1 
listed Baroque church in Church Street, 
Greenwich 

• The Fan Museum in an early Georgian 
town house on Crooms Hill, Greenwich 

• The Tudor Barn and Gardens at 
Well Hall Pleasaunce in Well Hall Road, 
Eltham, which has a medieval moat 

• Woolwich Arsenal Clock Tower in 
Duke of Wellington Avenue at the Royal 
Arsenal. 

Cllr Miranda Williams, the council’s 
cabinet member for culture and creative 
industries, said: “This weekend provides 
a unique opportunity to see many of the 
architectural treasures on our doorstop 
and go round them absolutely free. There 
will be something for everyone, and for 
people of all ages.

Free early learning 
for those aged two is 
available via many sources, 
including childminders 

CHILDMINDERS are among those 
offering free early years learning for 
two-year-old children as part of a 
government funded scheme. 

In the royal borough, the scheme is 
called Together for Twos - and many 
families take advantage by sending their 
children to one of the many nurseries or 
children’s centres that run the scheme. 

It means families on a low income or 
who are receiving certain income-based 
benefits can apply for 15 hours of free 
childcare a week with special tailor-made 
play and learning activities to help their 
children learn and develop key skills. 

But childminders believe many parents 
are unaware they can use their services 
for free early learning for two year olds, 
and they are urging parents to consider 
the care and learning services they can 
offer in their own homes. 

Childminders are registered and 
inspected by education watchdog Ofsted, 
just like nurseries and children’s centres. 

Plumstead childminder Decima Isle- 
Boughton has an assistant, Mirela, and 
looks after 15 children at various times of 
the week, three of which are aged two. 

“We offer a home-from-home 
environment, similar to a nursery, but we 
are able to offer more one-to-one care,” said 


Decima, a childminder for 15 years who 
has three children, aged 10, 13 and 15. 

“We also take siblings, so they spend 
time together and parents don’t have to 
go to two places to pick them up. 

“We have play and learning plans and 
the two year olds here can learn from the 
older children and we tailor activities to 
each child. We can go on outings whenever 
we want and nurseries can’t. We have one 
child who prefers to be outside, so we do 
as much as we can.” 

Justine Meldrum, from New Eltham, 


has been a childminder since 2007 and can 
take a maximum of six children at once. 

The mum-of-three, who has two boys 
at secondary school and a daughter 
in primary school, has been graded 
‘Outstanding’ by Ofsted twice. In addition, 
she will graduate in October with a BA 
Hons in Early Years care. 

Her present charges include one two- 
year-old child. She said: “Parents I’ve 
met in children’s centres don’t realise 
childminders can offer the same service, 
although they are not like for like. 


“At a children’s centre, the day is 
structured, but we can be much more 
flexible and adapt to individual needs. 

“If there is something that has really 
caught their imagination at the weekend, 
we can explore that whereas at a nursery 
you wouldn’t be able to, we can also go 
outside a lot more too. 

“While at nurseries they put everyone 
of the same age-group together, we mix 
the age-groups and you get wonderful 
relationship building between older and 
younger children. When they go to school, 
they will mix with older children, so it is 
important to do it early. 

“It has been good for my kids to share 
the home with other children as well.” 

Cllr John Fahy, cabinet member for 
children’s services, said: “Research has 
shown that early learning has a range of 
benefits for young children. 

“Together for Twos gives the opportunity 
for early socialising and interaction with 
other children and we would consider 
those eligible to consider it at any of the 
options available.” 

• Free early learning for two-year-olds, 
known as Together for Twos, is available 
for 1 5 hours a week for families on low 
incomes (below £1 6,1 90 gross) or on 
certain benefits. It is available via children's 
centres, registered childminders, creches, 
nurseries or pre-school play-groups. 

All childcare providers have a 'good' or 
'outstanding' Ofsted grading. For details 
visit www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk/free- 
early-learning, call the families information 
and outreach service on 020 8921 6921, 
email fis@royalgreenwich.gov.uk.

400 new homes for Crossrail site

NEARLY 400 new homes are set to be 
built above the new Crossrail station in 
Woolwich. 

The council has given the green light to 
the major new residential development, 
which will be known as Armourer’s 
Court. It will consist of five buildings of 
varying heights, set around a landscaped 
garden. There will also be shops and 
business space at ground level. 

The Armourer’s Court design draws 
upon the heritage of the nearby Royal 
Arsenal buildings, with brick, metal and 
glass facades. The buildings will range 
from 10 to 25 storeys high. 

Crossrail will market the Armourer’s 
Court site to potential development 
partners next year. Building work is 
expected to begin once the station has 
been completed in 2018. 

Crossrail’s strategy is to develop three 
million square feet of new commercial 



and residential space above stations, 
returning funds to the Crossrail budget 
and regenerating urban areas ah along 
the line. 

The council has also agreed the external 
appearance of the Woolwich Crossrail 
station. It will include a ticket hah and 
entrance facing west on to Dial Arch 
Square. It is designed to complement the 
Royal Arsenal conservation area, which 
includes listed 17th, 18th and 19th century 
buildings nearby. 

Ian Lindsay, Crossrail’s land and 
property director said: “The successful 
development of this site will be another 
major step forward in the regeneration 
of Woolwich. This is part of our ongoing 
efforts to breathe new life into areas above 
and around our new stations. Crossrail is 
helping to boost the supply of new homes 
across the capital.” 

Cllr Chris Kirby, the council’s cabinet 
member for housing, said: “This is good 
news for Woolwich. The development 
will be an important contribution to the

regeneration of the town, and will provide 
employment and other opportunities to 
many people, as well as creating badly- 
needed new homes.” 

Armourer’s Court above the eastern 
end of Woolwich Crossrail station will 
be separate from the Berkeley Homes 
development above the western end of 
site. Work on the Woolwich station ‘box’ 
was completed by Berkeley Homes four 
months ahead of schedule in February 
last year. 

Crossrail has announced that Balfour 
Beatty Group will have the £70m contract 
to fit out the new Woolwich, which will 
include fitting out the two portals at 
Woolwich and Plumstead at either end 
of the Thames Tunnel where Crossrail 
trains will surface. 

The contract is also set to bring around 
18 apprenticeships and new job start roles 
for people who are long-term unemployed 
or who have been out of education or 
training for six months or more. Work on 
the contract will begin later this month.

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Owners' lucky escape 
as car crashes into pub

TRAGEDY was narrowly avoided 
when a car smashed through the 
front of a Grade II listed puh. 

John and Kim Friar were out watching 
the Plume of Feathers’ new football 
team playing their first match when 
a Vauxhall Astra, which had been 
involved in an incident with a second 
vehicle, came through the pub wall and 
into the bar just before 11am on Sunday 
September 7. 

Their partner in the Plumstead 
business, Paul Oulds, was upstairs in the 
building, which dates from 1706. 

Part of the pub reopened for business 
in time for England’s football match with 
Switzerland, but restoring the damaged 
parts of the centuries old building will 
take months. 

John said: “We were very, very lucky. 
We’ve started a football team and it was 
our first match at Charlton Park. 

“We lost 3-2 [to Maroon XI] but we were 
out watching and Paul was upstairs. 

“If it wasn’t for the football match, the 
three of us would have been in the bar 
preparing to open up. We were really 
lucky the football match was on that day. 

“Thinking about it now is making me 
shake. And if it happened 90 minutes 
later or so, the football team and about 15 


supporters would have been in the pub.” 

John said he had looked at the CCTV 
footage and the car came through the 
wall with such force anyone sitting there 
would have been in huge danger. 

The car demolished the woodwork of 
the front entrance and assessments of 


the damage were being carried out last 
week. Police confirmed they were called 
to an incident involving two cars and, 
on arrival, found one of them had gone 
through a pub wall. A 27-year-old woman, 
driving one of the cars, was taken to 
hospital with minor injuries.

The Big London Energy 
Switch is a joint initiative 
run by local authorities in 
London and is supported 
by the royal borough as 
part of its efforts to help 
vulnerable people on low 
incomes who can least 
afford higher bills. 

Council leader Denise 
Hyland said: “I’m 

delighted that people in 
Greenwich using the Big 
London Energy Switch 
have saved nearly £200 on 
their energy bills. Rising 
fuel costs are a universal 
strain so it’s fantastic that

Corelli College know that the move to 
secondary school can be difficult for 
parents and students.

The building 
will include a four 
court sports hall, fully 
equipped fitness suite, 
and a purpose built dance 
studio complete with 
mirrors and spring floor. 

The PE department and students 
can't wait to start using the new spaces 
which will complement the already 
excellent outdoor sports provision. Faye 
Moore, head of PE said "We are delighted 
about our new sports facilities due next 
year. We feel it will provide us with the 
best opportunity to deliver high quality 
PE lessons and offer students a vast range 


of extra-curricular clubs. The fitness 
suite will be a fantastic resource we can 
use to support our level 2 and potential 
level 3 courses in Physical Education and 
Sports Science. Elsewhere, it will provide 
a dedicated hub to reach out to cluster 
schools and the community in aid of further 
provision for sport." 

As well as the spaces for 
practical activities the new 
build will include a classroom 
and computer suite for use by 
those students studying for 
qualifications in PE or sports. 
The second phase of the 
project will be the building of a 
dedicated arts centre including 
a theatre and gallery space in 
which to show case the talents of 
Corelli students. The two phases together 
mean that Corelli students will be able to 
follow their dreams and prepare for future 
careers in sports or the arts while benefiting 
from the best facilities.

TEACHING ASSISTANT 
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Y ET another world-class spectacle 
has helped confirm the royal 
borough’s growing reputation as a 
must-see tourist destination. 

Just two years after the 2012 Olympics 
and Paralympics, the borough has again 
attracted global interest by hosting the Royal 
Greenwich Tall Ships Festival. And once 
again, iconic images of the borough and its 
unique attractions have been beamed into 
people’s homes all over the globe. 

During the five-day festival, sponsored by 
Barratt London, 1.1 million people came to 
marvel at the astonishing vessels and join 
in fun activities and entertainment that 
was organised along the river shorelines of 
Greenwich and Woolwich. 

The knock-on effect on local trade was 
massive and businesses are reporting a big 
surge in customers, with some saying they 
had done three or four days’ worth of trade in 
just 24 hours. 

Steve Nelson, director of the South East 
London Chamber of Commerce, said: 
“Customer footfall at the Royal Arsenal and 
the World Heritage Site has been fantastic, 
with visitors totally free to wander around 
and spend their money. I would be very 
surprised if the spend hasn’t well surpassed 
that of the Olympic period. And all this on top 
of rising tourist figures over the last couple of 
years - the borough is buzzing.” 

Elbe Phillips, general manager of the Gipsy 
Moth pub in Church Street, Greenwich, said: 
“We had one of our biggest weekends ever, 
and our takings were up three times more 
than normal. People were really enjoying 
themselves. I would certainly be up for it if we 
had another event like this.” 

There were close to 100,000 visitors to 
Woolwich alone. The Cornerstone Cafe on 
the Royal Arsenal had its best ever Saturday. 
Owner Julia Stone said: “I’m really pleased 
at how busy we’ve been. Apart from visitors, 
many locals came in who didn’t know us, 
and said they would be coming back. We had 
a week’s takings in just two days.” And the 
Earl of Chatham in Thomas Street was just 
as busy. Licensees Keith and Lesley Tuckley 
were due to go out to dinner on the Saturday 
night but then discovered 50 meals had been 
booked. So they cancelled their reservation, 
rolled up the sleeves and got to work in the 
kitchen to get the orders out. 

There was also a knock-on effect for 
businesses away from the borough’s two main 
riverside towns. At Eltham’s SE9 cafe in the 
Arcade, which was offering special tall ships 
deals, owner Lesley Alkaner said: “We were 
definitely busier than usual, and it was all 
new customers. We had lots of bunting up 
in the Arcade, which looked really good and 
helped bring people in.” 

The Greenwich Heritage Centre on the Royal 
Arsenal had a month’s worth of visitors in 
just one day on Saturday, September 6. 

The council’s website, with full details about 
the festival, had about half a million page 
views over that weekend, five times normal 
levels. 

The facts and figures show the 
importance of tourism in boosting the 
local economy - the industry currently 
generates around £1.1 billion each year and 
supports 14,000 jobs with around 18 million 
visitors a year. 

New hotels, such as The Greenwich Hotel, 
London, are opening across the borough 
ready to host the influx of additional 
visitors. London’s biggest hotel chain, 
Travelodge is opening a new £10 million, 
104-room hotel next to the Greenwich DLR 
station this winter creating 24 new jobs. 

Royal Borough council leader Cllr Denise 
Hyland, said: “All the signs show the 
future is looking good for us, and all the 
investment is paying off. We will have 
hugely-improved transport links when 
Crossrail comes to Woolwich and Abbey 
Wood in 2018, ready to speed visitors 
and commuters between London and the 
borough. This will be another major benefit 
and will also boost tourism.”

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Sailors find Olympic BMX 
legacy is just ship shape 

SAILORS who visited Greenwich during the Tall 
Ships Festival had the chance to explore the legacy 
from the Olympics, for which the royal borough 
had host venues. 

They took part in a Tall Ships crew sports day 
including the chance to try the BMX track, which 
was built under the playground to podium funding, 
at Hornfair Park. 

There were two groups for the three-hour sessions, 
the first a group of eight Polish sailors, the second 
a group of six, one Belgian and five British. 

The Polish group arrived first and were issued 
with bikes, helmets and pads. 

The coach overcame the slight language barrier 
to demonstrate and the group started to pick up 
the techniques and progress quite quickly. 

BMX is a physically demanding sport, where 
riders spend the majority of the time “pumping” 
rather than pedalling, using their whole body to 
lift and push down to gain momentum over the 
jumps and bumps on the track. 

Both groups, who were young and fit from their 
sailing activities, mastered the basics over a couple 
of hours, learning how to ride individual sections 
of the track before tackling the full track and even 
have some races. 


Zoe's hall of fame honour

WEIGHTLIFTER Zoe Smith 
joined a long list of sporting 
personalities to have been 
inducted into the Balfour 
Beatty London Youth Games 
Hall of Fame. 

The accolade was given to 
the Commonwealth Games 
gold medallist at Thursday’s 
glittering awards night at 
Madam Tussauds to celebrate 
this year’s event, which was 
the biggest ever with 126,897 
participants. 

Joining her in the Hall of 
Fame were learning disability 
world champion swimmer 
Craig Moate and former LA 
Lakers basketball player Steve 
Bucknall. 

Big names previously entered 
into the Hall of Fame include Mo 
Farah, Rio Ferdinand and Sir 
Bradley Wiggins who, like Zoe, 
all started their sporting careers 
at the London Youth Games. 

The awards also recognised the 
efforts of volunteers, coaches and 
partner organisations. 

Zoe, 20, from Abbey Wood, 
represented the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich team before, as a teenager, 
representing Great Britain in the 
Olympic Games in 2012. 

“It was London Youth Games that got 
me started in weightlifting,” she said. 

“I actually refer to myself as a failed 
gymnast. I used to do gymnastics and 
the club that I was training at had a 
weightlifting gym downstairs. 


“While I was never a particularly 
good gymnast, I was very powerful 
and I could tumble really well and I 
had leg strength, which is what you 
need for weightlifting. 

“So my coach at the time said to 
me maybe you should try out for the 
weightlifting team because they need 
a girl for the Greenwich team. 

“So I wasn’t expecting to be mad keen 
on it, but I went downstairs and tried 
it out and I actually took to it very well 
and found that I really enjoyed it.” 

Since then, Zoe won a bronze at the 
Commonwealth Games four years 


ago, has become an ambassador 
for Greenwich Starting Blocks - a 
charity which supports athletes 
with potential in Olympic and 
Paralympic sports - and become 
only the second British woman 
to win a medal at European 
Championships, something which 
set up her to win gold at Glasgow’s 
Commonwealth Games in August. 

On the honour of her Hall of 
Fame inclusion, Zoe, who has 
become a games patron, said: “It 
is nice to finally be inducted. I’ve 
been coming to these ever since 
they started running and I was 
just starting to think it was never 
going to happen for me, so I’m 
actually relieved to be part of the 
Hall of Fame now!” 

Zoe’s competitions this year 
are far from over, with the 
qualification process to compete at 
the next Olympics, in Rio, Brazil, 
in 2016, coming up very soon. 

She said: “We still have to qualify 
for Rio. We’ve got a fairly extensive 
qualifying procedure which means we 
will be competing in November at the 
World Championships in Kazakhstan 
in about eight weeks time. 

“We have to go there and we have 
to get a fair few members of the team 
to finish in the top eight to qualify 
for some points, which means we get 
enough points to have a slot for Rio. 

“We’re doing that as a team, so we’re 
going to be encouraging each other, 
but then after that we’re going to be 
competing within the team.”

Starting Blocks fencer starts gap year training full time by clinching UK Schools games gold 

Golden boy JJ is pro good!

TWO athletes supported 
by Greenwich Starting 
Blocks won gold and 
another silver at the 
UK School Games in 
Manchester. 

Fencer Jonathan ‘JJ’ 

Webb made a cracking 
start to his gap year by 
winning individual and 
team gold. 

The 18-year-old is 
now training full time - 
effectively becoming a 
professional sportsman 
- as he builds to the U20 
World Cup season. 

Cambridge Harriers 
Athletics Club’s Divine Oladipo won the 
U17 3kg shot putt competition, while 
fellow club athlete Sabrina Sinha took 
second place in the U17 1,500 metres. 

All three Starting Blocks-supported 
youngsters have had highly successful 
years. But while two will now wind down 
for winter training JJ, from New Eltham, 
will be upping the pace, having already 
started training full time at Lee Valley and 
his club, Camden Fencing Club. 

J J said: “It’s pretty tiring. It was definitely 
something which was on the cards when I 
was applying for university places.” 

Recently he won silver at the British 
fencing championships under-20s 
rankings, then gold at the Leon Paul 
invitational competition in London, on 
the back of training with the French

national team as part of his 
World Class Performance 
programme with British 
fencing, funded through UK 
Sport. 

That set him up nicely 
for the school games. He 
reached the final relatively 
untroubled, then defeated 
his England team-mate 
William Halliwell 15-10. 

“I’ve not lost to the boy 
I came up against in the 
final,” said JJ. “I managed to 
take a few things out of the 
sessions from the previous 
few weeks, which came 
together in the final and I 
was 8-3 up at the break. He 
then came back at me but I 
managed to pull away.” 

He and Halliwell then teamed up with 
Zachary Hamilton and Awen Saunders to 
beat Scotland and then Wales for team gold, 
giving JJ five golds and a silver from the 
three years he has taken part in the school 
games. 

JJ has also been chosen to represent the 
senior Great Britain team at an exhibition 
match against Germany, the world 
champions, in London next week. 

His first international of the World Cup 
series takes place at the end of September. 
The series allows competitors to earn 
rankings and points in order to be selected 
for the European and World Championships, 
with the junior Commonwealth Games also 
on the horizon, in Cape Town next year. 

He plans to study at a London university 
from this time next year, to be close to the 



training facilities at Lee Valley. “A lot of the 
guys on the team are still at university and 
they work closely with the WCP to balance 
those two things,” he said. 

The UK School games featured 1,600 
competitors across 12 sports representing 
England, Ireland, Scotland and Wales. 

Sabrina, 15, from Blackheath, won 
silver in the U17 1,500 metres just four 
days after coming back from a family 
holiday in Portugal. The games weree 
hugely memorable for being selected to 
meet football legend David Beckham and 
Paralympic sprint gold medallists Jonnie 
Peacock at the launch event. A terrific year 


has included winning the English Schools 
1,500m and a string of cross-country titles 
last winter. 

Divine, also 15, who attends St Ursula’s 
School, won the U17 shot putt with 13.89m, 
again adding to a long list of victories in a 
busy year. 

Greenwich Starting Blocks is a charity 
which supports athletes in the borough 
with potential in Olympic and Paralympic 
sports, with benefits ranging from free gym 
membership to, in some cases, bursaries to 
help with travel, training and equipment.
